SPANISH BORDERS | 


FLEETS WILL 
SCOUR SEAS 


; London, Feb, 22. 

A complete Anglo-Portuguese 
agreement on fhe supervision of 
the Portuguese frontier to pre- 
vent the entry of foreigners in 
the Spanish civil war theatre to 
participate inthe ‘fighting on 
either side, has ‘been reached. 
The announcement was made at 
a meeting of the International 
Non-Intervention Committee's 
meeting to-day, » dee: 

Thore will be 130 British obser 
vers, considercd adequate by. Lord 
Londonderry, te watch the Portu- 
guese-Spanish fronticr and to report 
on any breach of the international 
understanding that has just been, 
acknowledged by European capitals. 

The question of reducing the num- 
ber of International observers on the 
French fronticr, at present fixed at 
170, is to be reconsidered, it Is 
understood, : 

Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop, the 
German Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, to-day raiged the question 
of the immobilisation of the Valencia 
Government's forelgn gold deposits. 
M. Maisky, the Russlan delegate, ob- 
jJectod on the grounds that the sug- 
gestion was Irrelevent. 


Naval Guard Set . 


A naval supervision plan has been 
agreed upon. All participating 
nations appear to be satisfied with 
the roles they arc to play with the 
exception of Russia. The Soviet ob- 
jects to the zone allotted to her war- 
ships. The British delegates have 
undertaken to consult Moscow in this 
matter, Xs -; 

“The scheme of control was gencral- 
ly agreed to at to-night’s mecting of 
the Non-Interventionists' sub-com- 
mittee which hus. been drafting the 
plans for the supervision of the 
Spanish -war zone. The mecting 
dropped the problem of the Portu- 
guese ~frontier’s dbservation, which 
was Inter decided, to deal with the 
naval guard questions 755 

At this stage there was some 
diMculty with Portugal, whose dele- 
Rate was suggesting that 60 obser- 
vers on the frontier were suMcient. 
France, however, pointed out that 
there were to be 180 observers on 
the far shorter Franco-Spanish, 
border.—Reuter.

Mr. A. M. Lyons, K.C, (Con, 
Leicester, E.), supporting the amend- 
ment, said that If the clause were 
accepted it meant entry upon the 
slippery slope to easy ‘divorcee which} 
would lead to misery, trouble dnd 
anxiety far worse than that which 
the promoters 9f the Bill sought to 
redress, 

“No case can be ‘made out for the 
manufacture of this leaschold state 
of marriage,” he added. :

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
TAKE STOCKS

houschold:. “That a University with- 
out'n Faculty of Aris is not worthy 
of the name.” ; * 


The motion . was supported by 
Messra. Ozarlo and Wong Chung-tal, 
and opposed by Messrs. Abraham and 
Tan Kim-hoang. ' 


The main arguments for the study 
of Arts were derived from the fact 
that literature, Inw, philosophy in 
nll its branches, notably Jogle ant 

sycholory, theology, | ¢o . 
yauste formed {he fundamental, 
groundwork of human Ife, Men did 
manage somehow to muddle through 
without the specialised worl: of doc- 
tors or engincers; in fact if the 
records of the past were appealed 
to the span of life was tonsiderable. 
But without law to regulate our civic 
relations all would be chaos or we 
should be back'to the barbarous days 
of savage nomads, guided by nothing 
more than the few customs which 
thelr low civilization demanded.. 


‘Principles of education and litera- 
ture—to say nothing of logic and 
psychology—were needed to form the 
teacher; even the teacher of medicine 
and cngincering. As to the claim 
of the opposition that the modern 
world needed engineers and soldicrs, 
of what use, it was asked would be 
the soldier without Iaw to form his 
conscience, or the’ engineer without 
the same guiding Ilght. 


Burdens of the Past 


The history of the development of 
Universities, if we went bacle to the 
glories of Greece, or the halcyon 
days of the Middle Ages showed us 
that the very concept of the Univer- 
sity grew out of the necessity of the 
Faculty of Arts: the legacy of o 
Plato, an Aristotle, an Aquinas, which 
would continue to enrich the world 
for oll time. 


For the opposition the speakers 
urged that we should not be worrl 
by: the tale of. history. Progress 
consisted essentially !n scrapping -the 
burdens of the past. The people 
should get what they wanted. What 
did they want? Teachers? Surely it 
did not need a University to form 
teachers.

He made trade and’ com- 
merce possible by his structures and 
his machiries, Could we rule out of 
the rank of Unlversitics worthy of 
the name a University such as John 
Hopkins with its specinlised scientific 
bent? Did not the Hongkong Uni- 
versity owe Its origin to the Medical 
College? Was Sun Yat-sen handi- 
capped in his tasic of nation-building 
because he studied in an Artless 
College? The fact wns B.A.’s were 
a drug on ‘the market. They were 
turned out with an’ almiess future, 
so different from the definite work 
in fe, always needed and thoroughly 
appreciated by the public, of the 
.doctor and engineer? 7

TO LOCAL - 
‘REFEREES 


Sergt. Istey, one of “Hongkong’s 
lending football referees gave & 
fascinating and Instructive address to 
ihe Referees’ Assoolation last even- 
Ing, his. subject’ belng “The Hlstory 
of Football’, In the course of his 
paper he traced the advance of the 
game from the thno it was a sort of 
war between ‘two parishes, to its 
present stato of exact science. Tho 
address, In full, follows. 

History 1s, as a rule, to the majority. 
of us, a very distressing subject, so I 
will make my' tale as brief and as 
comprehensive as possibic, I am 
alded, of course, by the fact that all 
of us here are very Interested in the 
Nistory I am to talk about, that, s, 
Association Football. 

Now, there Is no real origin.of 
Football, No one can tell us when it 
actually started, It Is a game which 
has just grown out of a ball so to 
speak. History tells us that the carly 
Romans had a gnme of handball, but 
there nre no details. At Derby in the 
year A.D, 217 the Englishmen _so re- 
sented certain actlons of their Roman 
conquerors that they bared together 
and drove them from the. town and 
celebrated the occasion with a foot- 
ball match in which everybody join- 
ed. This celebration was then held 
annually, on Shrove Tucsday, but . 
eventually it became a sort of o 
political “fight” between the two 
parishes of St. Peters and AL Saints, 
the polnts at stake being the 
boundaries between those parishes, 
It ls recorded that it was tha custom 
of the Shoemakers to deliver to the 
Drapers a ball of leather costing three 
shillings.and fourpence or more, at 
the Cross Roads of Chester, in the 
presence of the Mayor of that town, 
every Shrove Tuesday, and the ball 
was Kicked from the Crosg Roads to 
the Common Hall by og many people 
who liked ‘to join the fray. 

Here was football In a very crude 
form. You ‘can imogine the number’ 
of Injuries both minor and severe 
that many of’ the participants must 
have suffered, and you can imagine 
too, the damage done -to property 
along the route of the hectic scramble. 
Indeed, it became so severe, that King: 
Edward II forbade the practice ab- 
solutely, But there were many la\y- 
breakers, for the Commoners stilt {n- . 
dulged in the sport. of Kicking a 
Icather ball about. There were un- 
limited numbers of players, and no 


restrictions... How. a.man_got.the.ball eteaae 


was nobody's business but his own, 
and the whole thing ivas_ terribly ° 
crude and rough and, in some degree, 
revolting. z a 
Anyhow, things were becoming so 
bad, that many people of note were 
voicing their objection to the violence 
of. the crowds at these skirmishes,

One was Sir Thomas Elyot (1531) . 


and the historian Stubbs of the Ell= 


zabethan ‘perlod described the occur= 
rences os nothing but friendly fights. 
Manchester prohibited footbali in 1608 
and the practice. of kicking a balk 
about almost ‘died out'during the 
Commonwealth period.

So it will be scen that process of 
development of this game called foot- 

ball haa been most extraordinary. 

Early in 1800 however, found a 
gradual improvement. Schools, 
Towns and Clubs were froming clubs 
and playing gamcs In the evenings of 
the early summer. But the whole 
thing was still in a chaotic condition, 
Everybody had thelr own’ rules and 
codes. Many clubs used thelr hands 
ns well ag their feet, not only for 
handling the ball but for handling 
their opponcnts also. 

The ‘confusion that arose when two 
teams observing entirely different sets 
of rules, met in a game can be 
imagined. : ' 

NOBODY TOOK ANY NOTICE! 

: In 18468 there was on attempt to 
strafghten things out and clubs Ilke 
Eton, Harrow, Winchester, Rugby and 

- Shrewsbury arranged a meeting of 
representatives fn London to draw up 
a hist of rules. After lengthy: discus- 
sions and heated arguments they 
finally drew up o set of rules which 
were known as “The Cambridge 
Rules.” Unfortunately, nobody took 
any notice of them and the . game 
floundered on for another fourteen 
years. In 1802 another meeting was 
called but it suffered a similar fate, 
nobody pald the slightest heed to the 
rules which were published. . 

Mennwhile, club football was mak- 
ing great strides In England. In 1855 
the Sheffield Club was formed, in 
1857, Blackheath of Hallamshire, 1859 
The Harrovinns and in 1860 The 
Forest F.C, known so famously as the

THE F.A, CO., LTD. 

The. FA. first registered as. a 
Limited Company Jn June 1903 with 
4 capital of £100 in one shilling 
shares und the seven persons to form

Lord Kinnalrd Peer of the Realm, 
Charles Crump of Wolverhampton, 
and a Divisional Chief-:Clerk on Great 
Western Railway, John C, Clegg

the affairs of the Association, Charles 
J. Hughes Auctioneer of Northwich,

Since its inception the F.A. has 
never Jooked back.

Southern clubs 
were very prominent in the Cup for 
the first few years and it was not 
until 1883 that it went North, Black- 
burn Olympic did the trick. In 1885 
professionalism was permitted and in- 
terest in the cup increascd so much 
that it was found necessary to hold 
qualifying competitions in 1889. 

The Finals in the 80s and 90s were 
all played at Crystal Palace. and a 
‘crowd ~ of 120,000 -could -nlways--be 
reckoned upon. °°, 

The famous Wanderers'won the 
cup five times as amateurs, the Old 
Etonians twice, Oxford University, 
Old Carthusians, ‘Clapham Rovers 
oned each and the Royal Engincers 
took the cup in 1875 beating the Old 
mionlans 2—0 after a drawn game of 
1-1. : 4 . 

There were many people however, 
who deplored professtonallsm, and in 
1907 the Amateur F.C, Cup was jin- 
troduced but the interest was not at 
all great, and as it gradually petered 
out ‘these people handed over the 
reins to the F.A. in 1014, The F.A. 
hod already put up’ an amatcur cup 
of its own and the Interest in this was 
very great, * 

CHANGES IN FOOTBALL LAW 
. During the development of the 
game, the ‘laws, of course, have 
undergone many changes, in parti- 
cular the offside rule, The “throw-

and if anything, it is a greater factor 
than the F.A. It was formed ‘in 1888, 
when.a Mr. MacGreggor of Birming- 
ham wrote to certain clubs in March 
of that year suggesting that home and 
away games should be played between 
them.: A meeting was held in London 
to discuss preliminarics ‘ and.a Mr. 
Henry-Lockett of Stoke was elected 
Seeretary. - : 
Its first A.G.M. was held in March 
1888, and 12 clubs were elected to the 
League. Interest was so great that 
during the second year’ of its forma» 
tlun it was found necessary to 
strengthen the management’ commit 
tee, also the system of goal’ average 
wag introduced during this year to 
decide, if necessary, the champions. 
FIRST INTER-LEAGUE GAME 
The season: 1991-92 saw -the first 
Inter-League game between England 
and Scotland.

In conclusion IY would like to say 
just a few words of our own parti- 
cular parent body, the Referees’ As- 
socintion. :

It was then 
known as the Referees’ Union. , Its 
first President was Mr. C, E, Sutcliffe, 
ond its first Secretary Mr. H. Pollitt 
of Manchester. Its foundation mect- 
ing was attended by Messrs. Fred 
Heath of Birmingham, J, T. Howcroft 
of Bolton, T. P. Campbell of Black- 
burn, J. H. Pearson of Crewe, J. A. H.

Mr. W, Pickford of Bournemouth 
later Vice President of the F.A. was 
its first Hon, Treasurer.

Set. Isley’s 
_ Address 


TO LOCAL." 
REFEREES © 


Sergt. Isley, ono of . Wongkong’s 
leading football referees gavo a& 
fascinating ond instructive address to 
the Refcrecs’ Association last oven- 
ing, hls subject belng “Kho History 
of Football’, In the course of bis 
paper he traced tho advance of tho 
game from tho timo it was a‘sort of 
war between two parishes, to its 
present stato of exact science, Tho 
address, in full, follows, —~ 

History Is, as a rule, to the majority « 
of us, a very distressing subject, so I 
will make my talk os bricf and as 
comprehensive as possible, Io am 


aided, of course, by the fact -that all 


of us here are very interested in the 
history I am to talk about, that is, 
Association Football, . 
‘Now, there is no real origin of 
Football, No one can tell us when it 
actually started.: It is'a game which 
has just grown out.of a ball so to 
History tells us that the carly 
Romans had a game of handball, but 
there are no details. At Derby in the 
year A.D, 217 the Englishmen:so re- 
sented certain actions of their Roman 
conquerors that they banded together 
ond drove them from the town and 
celebrated the occasion with a foot- 
ball ‘match in which everybody join- 
ed. . This celebration was then held 
annually,’ on Shrove Tuesday,, but 
eventually it -became a sort of a 
political “fight’ between the two 
parishes of St. Peters and All Saints, 
the. points at -'stake being the 
boundaries between | those parishes, 
It is recorded that it was the custom 
of the Shoemakers to deliver to the 
Drapers a ball of leather costing three 
shillings and fourpence or more, at 
the Cross Roads of Chester, In the 
presence of the Mayor of that town, 
every Shrove Tuesday, and the bali 
was kicked from the Crosg Roads to’ 
the Common Hall by as many people 
who liked to join the fray. . 
Here was football in a very crude 
form. You can imagine the number 
of jnjurics both ‘ minor and severe 
that many of the participants must. 
have suffered, and you can imagine 
too, the damage done ‘to property 
along the route of the hectic scramble. 
Indeed, it became so sevore, that King 
Edward II forbade the practice abe 
solutely, Byt there were many. law- 
breakers, for the Commoners still in- 
dulged in the sport. of kicking a 
leather ball about. There were un- 
limited numbers. of . players, ..and .no . 
restrictions, How a man got the ball 
was nobody's business but his’ own,': 
and the whole thing was. terribly 
crude and rough and, in some degrce, 
revolting, . 
Anyhow, things were becoming 90 
bad, that many people of note were 
voicing their objection to the violence 
of the crowds at these skirmishes, 
One was Sir Thomas Elyot (2631) 
and the historian Stubbs of the Ell-— 
zabethan perlod described the occur- 
rences ag-nothing but friendly fights. 
Manchester prohibited football in 1608 
and the practice of kicking a ball 
about ulmost died out during the 
Commonwealth period. But after the 
Restoration period It showed signs of 
revival, and it ia known that the King

Montague Sherman, who wrote a 
history of football, quoted the follow- 
ingi—'The game‘ of Football.js un- 
doubtably the oldest of all English 
national sports. For ot least six 
centurler the people have loved the 
rush ond struggle of the rude ond 
manly game, and Kingse with their 
edicts, Divines with their sermons, 
Scholars with their cultured scorn and 
wits with their ridicule, have failed 
to keep the people away from the 
pastime they enjoy.’ 

So it wilt be’ seen that proccss of 
development of this game called foot- 
ball hav been most extraordinary, - 
. Early in 1800 however, found a 
grodual improvement, Schools, 
Towna ond Clubs were fromlng clubs 
and playing games in the evenings of 
the carly summer. But the whole 
thing was still in a chaotle conditlon. 
Everybody. hod their own rules and 
codes, any clubs uscd thelr hands 
os well ay their feet, not only. for 
handIing the ball but for handling 
their opponents also, 

The confusion that arose when two 
teams observing entirely different sets 
of rulcs; met In o game can be 
imagined. 

NOBODY TOOK ANY NOTICE! - 

In 1848 there was an attempt to 
straighten things out ‘and clubs like 
Eton, Harrow, Winchester, Rugby and 
Shrewsbury nurranged oa meeting of 
representatives in London to draw up 
on Nst of rules., After lengthy discus- 
sions and heated arguments they 
finally drew up ao set of rules which 
were known as “The Cambridge 
Rules." Unfortunately, nobody todk 
any notice of them and the game 

, foundered on for another fourteen 
years. In 1862 another meeting’ was 
called but it suffered o similar fate, 
nobody paid the slightest heed to the 
rules which were published. 

Meanwhile, club. football was muk- 
dng great strides In England. In 1855 
the SheMeld Club was formed, in 
1057, Blackheath of Hallamshire, 1859 
The Harrovians and in 1869 The 
Forest F.C. known so famously as the

RTAINING ADDRESS TO TH

Wanderers, Now, in 1863, football 
was drawing great crowds, and it was 
evident that something simply lind to 
be done, so the lending clubs sent 
thelr iepresentutlves to London to 
come to some decison regarding the 
ndoption of some laws to be abjded 
by universally. oe oe . 
“"rhig meeting tole place in_ the 
“Freemasons Tavern, Great Queen 
Street, London, and it was at this 
meeting that the Football Association 
was born, On December Ist. 1863 it 
published its.first set of rules to 
which everybody more or Jess agreed 
the exception of Blackheath who still) 
wanted the use of the hands allowed, 

Everything went fine until Scot- 
Jand started to be troublesome. 
Scotland did not see why England 
should try te run the whole show, 
They wanted rules of their own. So 
they made them, and Wales and 
Ircland soon followed Scotland’s 
example. More contusion, and it was’ 
only by great diplomacy, tact and 
very hard worl: on the purt of the 
English F.A.’s first secretary, 2 Mr. 
Alcock, thant peace reigned in 1882, 

He it was who suggested that two 
representatives of each country should 
form the Internaltonal Bourd to scttle 
all disputes and this method has 
proved to our knowledge to be: very 
successful, . 

THE F.A, CO., LTD. 

The ELA, first” registered os on 
Limlted Company in June 1903 with 
n cnpital ‘of £100 in one shilling 
shores and the seven persons to form 
the company were: — 

Lord Kinnaird Pcer of the Realm, 
Charles Crump of Wolverhampton, 
and‘a Divisional Chief Clerk on Grent 
Western Railway, John C. Clegg 
Solicitor’ of SheMeld, Mr. C. W. 
Alcock J.P. of Surrey, G. S, Sherring- 
ton Solicitor of London, who managed 
the nfairs of the Association, Charles 
J. Hughes Auctioneer of Northwich, 
Danicl B. Woodfall Clerk to the Com- 
missioners of the Hundred of Blnck- 
burn. 

Since Its inception the F.A. has 
never ‘looked back, It hos gone from 
strength to strength and to-day is one 
of the stronyest sports associations in 
the world, if not the strongest. At 
the end of 10914 It was worth £11,000, 
at the end of 1920 it was . worth 
£19,650 und at the end of 1921 when 
football was again norma) after the 
Grent War it was worth £30,500: to~ 
day it is worth over £150,000, It 
collects on an average of £7,000 per 
nnnum_= from Internatlonal matches 
and a‘similar sum from the F.A. Cup. 

A few words nbout the F.A. Cup, 
will not, I think be amiss. It was 
first instigated in 1871 when _ there 
were 15 entries, and was won by the 
Forest F.C. who defeated the Royal 
Engineers 1-0. Scotland, sti! ner- 
sistent in its independency, instituted 
{ts own cup in 1873, Southern clubs 
were very prominent In the Cup for 
the first few years and \t was not, 
untl! 1883 that it went North. Black- 
burn Olympic did the trick, In 1885 
professionalism was permitted and in- 
torest In the cup fnereased so much 
that it was found necessary to hold 
qualifying competitions in 1888. : 

The Finals in the 80s and 90s were 
all_ played at. Crystnl_ Palace anda) 
crowd of 120,000 could always be 
reckoned upon. 

The, famous Wanderers won the 
cup five times as amateurs, the Old 
Etonians twice, Oxford University, 
Olt Carthusians, Clapham Rovers 
once cach ‘and the Royal Engincers 
took thy cup in 1875 beating the Old 
Etonians 2—0 after a drawn game of 
i—1, . . 

There were many people however, 


who deplored professionalism, and In ic

CHANGES IN FOOTBALL LAW 

Durlng the development of the 
game, the laws, of course, have 
undergone many changes, in parti- 
cular the offside rule. The “‘throw- 
In" too, was changed, at one time it 
being permissible to throw the ball 
in from touch with one hand. <Asso- 
clatlon Football was a great draw. in 
the 60's and 70's but at that time 
Individualism, not {eam work, was 
the great factor. The player who 
could take the ball the farthest with 
his own efforts was the hero in those 
days and passing the ball to o' team 
mate was looked upon as‘lack of skill 
on the part of the passer, Using the 
head to play the ball was also. dis- 
countenanced in carly football os It 
was regarded og freakish, but these 
ideas have now passed and I thinlc 
everyone will agree with me in saying 
that football has to-day reached Ils 
zenith as a science; 


A few words about the Football|. 


League. This is of course an entirely 
seporate organisation from the F.A. 
and if anything, it is a greater factor 
than the F.A, “It was formed in 1888, 
when a Mr. MacGreggor of Birming- 
ham wrote to certain clubs in March 
of that ycar suggesting that home and 
away games should be played between 
them.

Mr, W. P. Spens, K.C. (Con., Ash- 
ford), who had moved the amend- 
ment striking out the clause, pointed 
out the diMculty of deciding what 
degree of drunkenness should be a 
ground for divorce. 

Mr. .M. Lyons, K.C, (Con,, 
Leicester, E.), supporting the amend~ 
ment, sald that if the clause were 
accepted it meant entry upon the 
slippery-slope-to-casy-divorce which 
would lead to misery, trouble and 
anxiety far worse than that which 
the promoters of the BIli sought to 
redress, t 
» “No case can be made out for the 
manufacture of this leaschold state 
of marriage,” he added. 

HOMES—OR PRISON CELLS?, 

Sir Patrick Hannon (Con., Moseley) 
sald: ““I regard every move to open 
the. doors wider to divorce as an 
attack upon the structure of our 
socicty and a blow at the unity and 
sanctity of the. home.” : 

The Rev. R.. W. Sorensen (Lab., 
Leyton) opposed the amendment, and 
replying to members “who belonged 
to a religious sectlon of the com- 
munity which ts opposed 4o all kinds 
of divorce” said:

TALKS PROCEEDING 
SMOOTHLY 


Havana, Feb. 22. 

The Cuban-Japancse trade treaty 
negotiations are proceeding favour- 
ably. They centre on Japan's pro-

Products annually and to sell to Cuba

In the, modern operation, anti- 
soptics are, for all practical pur- 
poses, dispensed with. The aim 
is to remove all germs (by pro- 
longed washing or the applica- 
tion of spirit) from the skin of 


‘the patient and the hands of the 


surgeon and his assistant. 
Everything else is sterilised by 
heat, 

Thus, once the surgeons are 
“clean.” and have put on their 
sterilised rubber-gloves, they 
must touch nothing which isn’t 
“surgically clean.” . If, the 
operator’ is perspiring—and 
sometimes the heat of. the 
theatre is intense—he must ask 
a “dirty” nurse to wipe his fore- 
head.

boundaries between those parishes. ~ 
It is recorded that it was the custom 
of the Shoemakers to deliver to the 
Drapers ao batt of Icather costing three. 
shilllngs and fourpence or more, at 
the Cross Roads of Chester; in the 
presence of the Mayor of that town, 
every Shrove Tuesday, and the ball | 
was kicked from the Cross Roads to 
the Common Hall by as many pcople 
who liked to join the fray. © : 

Here. was football in a very crude 
form.: You can imagine the number 
of injuries both minor and severe 
that many of the participants must 
have suffered, and you can imagine 
too, the damage done to property 
along the route of the hectle scramble, 
Indeed, it became so severe, that King 
Edward If forbade the practice abe, 
solutely, But there were many law- 
breakers, for the Commoners still in- 
dulged’ In the sport of kicking o 
leather ball about. There were un- 
Iimited numbers of players, and no 


restrictions, --How -a-man-got-the ball~---~—---—-—-- 


was nobody's business but his own, 
and the whole thing was ‘terribly 
crude and rough and, in sonte degree,

Anyhow, things were becoming s0 
bad, that many people of note were 
voicing their objection to the violence 
of the crowds at these skirmishes, 
One was Sir Thomas Elyot (1531) 
and the historian Stubbs of the Elle 
zabethan period described the occur-

Manchester prohibited football | In 1608 
and the practice of kicking a ball 
about ulmost diced out during the 
Commonwealth period.

» wits with their ridicule, have failed 
to keep the people away from the 
pastime th¢y enjoy.’ 

So it will be seen that process of 
development of this game culled foot- 
ball has been most extraordinary. 

Early jn 1800 however, found ao 
gradual Jmprovement, Schools, 

* Towns and Clubs were froming clubs 
and playing games In the evenings of 
the carly summer, But the whole 
thing was still In a chaotic condition, 
Everybody had their own rules and 
codes. Many clubs used their hands 
as well as their feet, not only for 
handling the ball but for handling 
their opponents algo. : 

‘The confusion that arose when two 
teams observing entirely different scts 
of rules, met in) a game can be 
imagined. : 

NOBODY TOOK ANY NOTICE! 

In 1348 there was an attempt to 
straighten things out and clubs like 
Eton, Hnrrow, Winchester, Rugby and 
Shrewsbury arranged a mecting of 
representatives In London to draw up 
ua Hst of rules. After lengthy discus- 
sions and: heated arguments they 
finally drew up a set of rules which 
were known as “The «Cambridge 
Rules.” Unfortunately, nobody took 
nny notice of them and the game 
floundered on for nnother fourteen 

‘years. In 1862 another meeting was 

_ called but it suffered o similar fate, 
nobody paid the slightest heed to the 
rules which were published, 

Meanwhile, club football was mtik- 
ing great strides In England, In 1855 
the SheMfcld Club was formed, In 
1857, Blackheath of Hallamshire, 1859 
The Harrovians and {n 1860 The 
Forest F.C. known so famously os the

Hic it was who suggested that two 
representatives of each country should 
form the Internoitonnal Board to settle 
all disputes and this method has 
proved to our Knowledge to be very

THE F.A, CO, LTD. 

The FA. first registered us a 
Limited Company in June 1903 with 
n capital of £100 in one shilling 
shires and the seven persons to form 
the company were: — 

Lord Kinnalrd Peer of the Realm, 
Charles Crump of Wolverhampton, 
and'n Divistonal Chief Cleric on Great 
Western Railway,. John C. Clegg 
Solicitor of Sheffield, Mr. C. Ww. 
Alcock J.P, of Surrey, G.S. Sherring- 
ten Solicitor of London, who managed 
the affairs of the Association, Charles 
J, Hughes Auctloncer of Northwich, 
Daniel B. Woodfall Clerk to the Com- 
missioners of the Hundred of Black- 
burn. 

Since Its inception the F.A. has 
never looked back, It has gone from 
strength to strength and to-diy ts one 
of the strongest sports associations in 
the world, if not. the strongest. At 
the end of 1014 it was worth £11,000, 
at the end of 1920 It was worth 
£19,650 and at the end of 1921 when 
football was again normal after the 
Great War it was worth £30,500: to- 
day it is worth over £150,000. It 
collects on an average of £7,000 per 
annum = from: International — matches 
and a similar sum from the F.A, Cup. 

A few words about the F.A. Cup, 
will not, I think be amiss. It was 
first instigated in 1871 when | there 
were 15 entries, and was won by the 
Forest F.C. who defeated the Royal 
Engineers 1—0. Scotland, still) rer- 
sistent In its'independency, instituted 
its own cup in 1873, Southern clubs 
were very prominent in the Cup ‘for 
the first few years and it was not 
until 1633 that it went North. Black~ 
burn Olympic did the trick. In 1885 
professionolism was permitted and in- 
terest in the cup increased s0 much 
that it was found necessary 10 hold 
qualifying competitions in 1888. 

The Finals In the 80s and 00s were 
‘al played ~at- Crystal -Palace~nhd—a 
crowd of 120,000 could always bo 
reciconed upon. . 

The famous Wanderers won the 
cup five times as amateurs, the Old 
Etonians . twice, Oxford University, 
Old Carthusians, Clapham Rovers 


once each’ and the Royal’ Engincers |, 


took the cup In 1875 beating the Old 
Etonians 2—0 after a'drawn game of 
1—1. . 
There were many people however, 
who deplored professionalism, and’ in 
1907 the Amateur ‘F.C. Cup was in- 
troduced but the Jnterest was not at 
all great, and as it gradually petered 
out these people handed over the 
reins to the F.A..in 1914. The FA, 
had already put up an amateur cup 
of its own and the interest in this was 
very great. 

CHANGES IN FOOTBALL LAW 

During the. development of the 
game, the Inws, of course, have 
undergone many changes, in parti- 
cular the offside rule. The “throw~- 
In” too, was changed, at one time it 
being permissible to throw the ball 
tn from touch with one hand. Asso- 
elation Football: was a great draw in 
the 60's and 70's but at that’ time 
individualism, not team work, was 
the great factor. The pluyer who 
could take the ball the farthest with 
his ‘own efforts was the hero in those 
days and passing the ball to a team 
mate was looked upon as lack of skill 
on the part of the passer. Using the 
hend to play the ball was also dis- 
countenanced in carly football as it 
was regarded aos freakish, but these 
Ideas have now passed and I think 
everyone will agree with me in saying 
that football has to-day reached its 
venith og a science, 

A few words about the Football 
League. This is of course an heh 


separate organisation ‘from the F.f\. |i 
‘and If anything, it Js-a greater factor 


than the F.A. It was formed in 1888, 
when a Mr..MacGreggor of Birming- 
ham wrote to certain clubs in March 
of that year suggesting that home:and 
away gamcs should be played between 
them. <A meeting was held in London 
to discuss preliminaries and a Mr. 
Henry Lockett of Stoke was elected 
Seeretary.:

‘The report of the Kowloon 
Residents’ Association, for pré- 
sentation tothe annual mecting 
at St, Andrew’s Church Hall on 
Thursday, March 4, at 6 p.m. 
reveals that during the past year 
the Association .dealt with a 
great variety of subjects. 

The report states that the yoar 
1933 saw the opening of the new 
Central British School, 9 project ady 
vocated by the K.R.A, many years 
ago; a lengthy campaign, but one 
well worth while since it culminated. 
in the provision uf a building second 
to none in the East for the education 
of the rising generation. 
be remembered .for the commence- 
ment of the work of ‘compiling 9 
Gulde Book to Kowlgon and the New 
‘Territories, ‘an- undertaking | first 
mooted in 1032. It is hoped that the 
book will.not only be of valuc to re- 
sidents and visitors, but will also tend 
to promote interest in the districts 
or area covered, to the general bene-

INDUSTRY 


GOVERNMENT ‘PLAN 
FOR MARKETING 


London, Feb, 22. 

The Minister of Agriculture an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
that the Government ‘proposes to 
introduce -legisiation as carly as 
possible to cnable u scheme for pro- 
duction and marketing In connection 
with the white fish industry to be 
brought forward, The scheme is 
based on the principles embodied in 
the Agricultural Marketing Acts. It, 
however, would only be a first step 
towards an effort at reorganisation of 
the whole Industry, and the proposed 
legisintion would therefore provide 
for the establishment of a Commission 
“to assist In the’ organisation of dis- 
tributors, to consider and recommend 
to the Minister schemes for imptove- 
ment of distribution, to supervise the 


‘operation of such scheme, as well as 


of a producers’ scheme and generally, 
to promote co-opcratlon among 
all sections of the industry.” 


The Government's proposals would 
be based on the same general princip- 
les as those underlying recommenda- 
tions in the report of the Seafish 
Commission.—British Wireless.

What will) the League of 
Nations be doing during this 
year?) No completely accurate 
answer to this question can, at 
present be given, for the simple 
renson that allowance for the 
unforeseen must always be made 
in the League’s plans for: the 
future. A sudden international 
crisis may necessitate a special 
meeting of the League Council, 
which could obviously not figure 
in any’ advance programme. 
Nevertheless, many of — the 
League’s forthcoming activities 
ean be — briefly — indicated. 
Amongst ‘other matters, three 
legal disputes will be dealt with 
by .the “Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The 
Hague, In the first, Italy is 
bringing an action against 


Friinee “under the terms~of- the 
“Optional Clause’ by which both |. 
‘countries. have accepted the 


compulsory jurisdiction of the 
Court. The cause of the trouble 
is the working of phosphates in 
Moroceo by the French adminis- 
tration.- ‘Sccondly, there is the 
“water of the Meuse’. case be- 
tween Holland’ and Belgium. 
Finally, France and Greece have 
agreed that the Court shall de- 
cide their dispute regarding 
lighthouses in Crete and Samos. 
An interesting stage has been 
reached in the study of the pro- 
blem of “League Reform”.

The theatre sister, who is 
going to hand the instruments 
te. the surgeon, is helped by the. 
“dirty” nurse—that is, the nurse 
who is not going to “wash up” 
and may, throughout the opera- 
tion, touch articles which have 
not been sterilised. 

In the modern operation, anti- 
septics are, for all practical pur- 
poses, dispensed with, The aim 
is to remove all germs (by pro- 
longed ‘washing or the applica- 
_ tion of spirit) from the skin of 
’ the patient and the hands of the 
surgeon and his assistant. 
Everything else is sterilised ‘by 
heat. : 

Thus, once the surgeons are 
“lean.” and have put on their 
‘sterilised rubber-gloves, they 

must touch nothing which isn’t 
“surgically clean.” If the 
operator is - perspiring—and 
sometimes the heat of the 
theatre is intense—he must ask 
a “dirty” nurse to wipe his-fore- 
-head. For he can’t touch 
himself. ' 


Now ‘look round the 
theatre, In the middle 
is the operating-table,. standing 
-squatly on its base. It can be 
raised by slight pressure with 
one foot, and lowered by press- 
ing a button. :

‘The assistant at an operation 
has to help lift the unconscious 
patient from the trolley on to the 
operating table, and apply the 
final iodine or spirit to the skin. 

He ‘has to arrange the sterl- 
lised towels, so that nothing can 
touch either the prepared skin 
or anything which the surgeon 
is going to handle,.and place the 
gauze sponges and a few selected

NOBODY TOOK ANY NOTICE! 

In 1848 there was on attempt to 
straighten things out and clubs like 
-Eton, Harrow, Winchester, Rugby and 
Shrewsbury arranged a meeting of 
representatives Jn London to draw up 
a list of rules. After lengthy discus- 
afons and heated arguments they 
finally drew up a set of rules which 
were known as “The Cambridge 
Rules.” .Unfortunately, nobody took 
any notice of them and the game 
foundered on for another fourteen 
years, In 1662 another meeting was 
called but jt suffered o similar fate, 
nobody paid the slightest heed to.the 
rules which were published. 

Meanwhile, club football was maic~

CHANGES IN FOOTBALL LAW 

During the development, of the 
game,’ the laws, of. course, have 
undergone many changes, in partl- 
cular the offside rule, The “throw~ 
in" too, waa changed, at one time it 
being permissible to throw ‘the ball 
{n from touch with one-hand. Asso- 
ciation Football was o great draw in 
the 60's and 70's but at that time 
individuallsm, not team work, was 
the great factor, The player who 
could take the ball the farthest with 
his own efforts was the hero in those 
days and passing the ball to a team 
mate was looked upon as lack of skill 
on the part of the passer. Using the 
head to play the ball wag also dis- 
countenanced in carly football as it 
was regarded as freakish, but these 
{dens have now passed and I think 
everyone will agree with me in saying 
that football has to-day reached its 
zenith as-a science. 

A few words about the Football 
Lengue. ‘This is of course an entirely 
separate organisation from the FA, 
and if anything, it is a greater factor 
than the F.A. It was formed in 1989, 
when a Mr. MacGreggor of Birming- 
ham wrote to certain clubs in March 
of that year suggesting that-home and 
away games should be played between 
them. A meeting was held in London 
to discuss preliminorie; and a Mr.

YOUNG English 
scientist, R. A. Lyttle- 
ton, has succeeded in 
smoothing out some of the

the origin of the earth and 
other planets. 


It has long been thought that 
a star must have come near 
it 
attraction, into a 
up and that out of the fragments 
the planets were born. The 
theory accounts for most of the 
facts shout the movements of 


‘Ithe solar system, ‘but it leaves 


one ‘or two unexplained. . 
“Lyttleton has done away with the 
diMculties by showing that they do 
not exist if we suppose that at the, 
time, of: the collision our sun was a 
double star, that Is, two stars rotating 
round one another. There are many 


of these beautiful “married stars” re- 
vealed by the telescope. 

The intruding star hit the sun’s 
companion, or came near enough to | 
draw it away from the sun with it 
into outer space, and as they went pa 
vast cloud of gas was formed between 
them. This gas was not dense enough 
to escape the sun's pull and was left 
behind, broke up into fragments and 
became ourselves ane our sister 
planets. 

Sir James Jeans saya that Lyttle-, 
ton has done away with all the physi+ 
cal and mathematical diMcuities, but 
some geological ones remain, 

— The theory-makes-it even: less-Hke-:|—--— 
ly that there can be other worlds 

like our own in the universe. It can 

be shown that the chances of stars 
coming sufficiently near one another 

to produce planets fs very small in- 
deed, and, of course, the chances of 

it happening to a double star are. 
even smaller.

The Generalissimo, however, de- 
clares that the Government will con- 
tinue to adhere ‘to the policy of in- 
viting non-meinbers of the Kuomin- 
tang Party to participate | in the Ad- 
ministration. ; 


Marshal Chinng also says the Gov- 
ernment will seele the advice of ex- 
perts on nll subjects wherever it is 
found possible. 


The statement promises freedom 
of speech and of the Press, within 
well-defined Mmits, and also the 
liberation of political prisoners, in- 
cluding Communists, provided they
